A Laugh From Start to Finish 


New 
York, 
(Dec. 
27.—That 
Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook, Arctic explorer, 
regarding whose strange 
disappear­ 
ance these has been much mystery, 
fearing a plot to take hie life shaved 
his mustache and in disguise left 
for En rope under (Che assumed name 
of Frederick 'Hunter, was the gist of 
a 400 ward s ate mem issued by Char­ 
les Wake tonight. Mr. Wake, who for 
many yeans was Dr. Cook's meet in­ 
timate friend, makes no effort to de­ 
fend the explorer. 
When Mr. Wake last heard from 
Dr. Cook, the explorer was stopping 
at the Central Hotel in Lisbon, Port- 
■ugal, and in a cable message, dated 
Dec. IO and signed Frederick Hunt­ 
er, the explorer asked' for abe ad­ 
dress of Mrs. Cook, who, it had been 
planned, was to have accompanied 
Or. Cook to Europe with the orig­ 
inal polar data. The cable message 
read: 


'Where can I reach Marie? Has 
she my original records?” 
Mtb. Cook was then nearing Europe 
on an Atlantic -liner with the polar 
record's in her possession, and Mr. 
Wake said that he communicated this 
fact to Dr. Cook «by cable. Later, he 
said, he senti a cable message to Dr. 
Cook informing him where he would 
find Mrs. Cook. Since then Mr. Wake 
has received no word from Dr. Cook 
and so far ae he knows the explor­ 
er and his wife have not met on the 
other side. 
After 
describing 
a 
conspiracy, 
which he said Dr. Cook believed real- 
1> existed, Mr. Wake fells how the 
Cooks urged him to come to the Gram 
matan inn, Bronxville, and occupy 
a room adjoining their apartments. 
He said that to satisfy Dr. Cook he 
allowed the door connecting the two 
apartments to remain open during the 
night. Several letters 
were receiv­ 
ed by Dr. Cook according to Mr. Wake 
telling details of the alleged plot to 
des.froy the polar data, even if it 
was necessary to kill Dr. Cook to 
gain 
possession of the documents. 
Mr. \\ ake said it was not until he 
had received loiters of a s im Mar na­ 
ture that he put any faith in con­ 
spiracy story. Evidences of the plot 
as pointed out, by Mr. Wake were 
the warning letters, the fact that Dr. 
Cook was constantly trailed by spies 
or defectives, and that there was a 
telephone leak, which made it im­ 
possible for either Dr. Cook or him­ 
self x> communicate over the tele­ 
phone without other persons hear­ 
ing their conversation. 
After detailing the -plan arranged 
for Walter Lonsdale, Dr. Cook’s sec- 
r. tiary, to convey only a typewritten 
copy of the polar records to Copen­ 
hagen and that the genuine da a 
was to be taken to Europe by Dr. 
Cook and hts wife, who were to 
meet Mr. Lonsdale at Stettin, Ger­ 
many, Mr. Wake tells how plans were 
upset because of Dr. Cook’s sudden 
impi use to flee from the detectives 
he believed to were shadowing him. 
A J the Grand Central Dr. Cook and 
Mr. Lonsdale found the usual array 
of detectives 
waiting 
to 
shadow 
them, Mr. Wake said in explaining the 
matter of the explorer’s flight from 
New York. 
They hurried through the crowd 
and saw a southbound Madison car 
just getting under way. The doctor 
suddenly 
exclaimed: 
‘‘Here 
Is 
a 
chance to gel away from them and I 
am going to take* it. Come along.” 
They caught the car just as it was 
entering the (Park avenue tunnel and 
were certain that the detectives had 
l>een left behind. They left ;<he car at 
Thirty-Third street and entered the 
subway. They left the train at Bleeck­ 
er street, slipped out just before 
the last door was closed to again 
make sure thutt they were not be­ 
toil shadowed. From there they went I 
to the Pennsylvania del** bv a cir­ 
r o u s route and Dr. C<.r>k‘ took a - 
train for Philadelphia. On his way 
to Jersey City he had his mustache j 
shaved off and exchanged Ids derby 
for a soft felt hat.
